Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1965* 

The  Birth  Rate  was  appreciably  higher  than  that  for 
the  country  as  a  whole  which  fact  was  in  large  degree  attri¬ 
butable  to  the  relatively  high  proportion  of  youn§  married 
people  attached  to  the  two  large  air  bases  in  the  District* 

By  the  same  token  the  Death  Rate  was  very  much  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales* 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  which  is  usually  regarded 
as  an  index  of  social  welfare  was  much  lower  than  the  national 
average. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  was  generally  low. 

Action  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
1) 7  of  the  Rational  Assistance  Act  was  taken  in  one  instance 
when  an  aged  man,  gravely  ill,  living  in  insanitary  conditions 
and  unable  to  receive  proper  care  and  attention  at  home  was 
removed  to  hospital. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  afforded 
me  in  compiling  the  report  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

My  thanks  are  also  offered  to  the  Chairman  and  all 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and 
encouragement  throughout  the  year.

SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


(a)  LABORATORY  SERVICES.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Tennis  Court  Road, 
Cambridge,  provides  an  excellent  bacteriological  service  and  most  readily  discusses 
and  advises  on  any  epidemiologocal  or  similar  problem.  Dr.  S.  Greenburgh,  Public 
Analyst,  Tenison  Road,  Cambridge,  gives  a  similar,  efficient,  helpful  service  -when 
chemical  analyses  are  requested. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.  These  services  since  July  1953  have  been  provided 
directly  by  the  County  Council  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  D.  A.  McCracken,  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.  The  West  Suffolk  County  Council  District  Nurse-Midwives 


carry  out  these  duties.

Water  Supply  of  the  District.  Particulars  regarding  the  water  supply 
of  the  District  is  now  the  subject  of  a  special  report  which  is  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  by  the  Water 
Engineer  to  the  Ely,  Mildenhall  and  Newmarket  Water  Board. 

A  summary  of  chemical  characteristics  of  water  supply  by  the  Board 
is  given  in  the  following  table.

Routine  water  samples  are  taken  monthly  from  the  Bore  Holes  by  the 
Water  Board  for  Bacteriological  examination  and  once  a  year  for  Chemical 
Anna lysis. 

During  the  year  82  various  water  samples  were  taken  for  Bacteriolo¬ 
gical  examination  by  the  Local  Authority's  Public  Health  Department, 

44  were  Water  Board  supply  and  38  Private  Water  supplies.  66  were 
satisfactory  and  16  unsatisfactory  from  the  Private  Water  supplies*  of 
the  1 6  unsatisfactory  samples  14  proved  to  be  satisfactory  after  check 
samples  were  taken,  of  the  two  other  unsatisfactory  samples  one  was  from 
a  well  and  the  occupiers  of  the  house  were  advised  to  boil  the  water 
before  using  for  drinking  purposes  only.  With  regard  to  the  other  un¬ 
satisfactory  sample,  a  new  service  pipe  is  to  be  provided  in  1966. 

The  Villages  and  number  of  houses  in  each  Parish  provided  with  a 
piped  water  supply  is  indicated  on  the  table  on  Page  9}  but  does  not 
include  the  houses  on  the  Aerodromes  at  Mildenhall  and  Lakenheath. 

Swimming  Baths.  There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  District,  at  the 
present  time,  for  the  use  exclusively  of  the  pupils  of  Moulton  and 
Tuddenhatn  Junior  Schools,  but,  it  is  anticipated  that  within  the  next  2 
years  another  three  swimming  baths  will  be  provided  within  the  District, 
2  exclusively  for  pupils  of  schools  and  one  for  members  of  the  Public. 
The  water  of  the  swimming  baths  are  periodically  tested  by  the  County 
Council . 

Closet  Accommodation.  The  Council  carry  out  weekly  clearances  of  pail 
closets  in  defined  portions  of  the  Parish  of  Lakenheath,  this  will  cease 
to  operate  in  1966  as  the  sewer  at  Lakenheath  is  now  in  operation. 

Conversion  of  Pail  Closets  to  W.C.'s  during  1965  numbered  43  of 
which  24  were  carried  out  with  the  aid  of  Standard  or  Discretionary 
Grants. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage e  2,  466  houses,  which  is  41%  of  the  total 
5,977  inhabited  houses  in  the  District,  are  connected  to  modem 
sewerage  works,  of  which  533  were  connected  during  1965*  There 
are,  of  course,  many  more  houses  in  the  District  each  with  their 
own  private,  separate,  satisfactory  drainage  as  can  be  gauged  from 
the  estimates  of  1 , 600  cesspools  in  the  area.  From  this,  it 
follows  that  about  another  59$  of  the  houses  in  the  District  are 
thus  drained  into  cesspools.

Lakenheath  Sewerage  Scheme.  This  sewerage  scheme,  designed  by 
the  Council* s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  was  completed  early  in  1965 
and  during  the  year  good  progress  was  made  in  the  numbers  of 
premises  being  connected »  In  particular,  all  Council  houses  in 
the  Village  were  connected  to  the  sewer. 

tlazeley  Sewerage  Scheme.  This  scheme  was  designed  by  the  Council's 
Engineer  and  Surveyor..  Work  commenced  on  this  contract  early  in 
1965  and  it  is  anticipated  this  scheme  will  be  operational  early 
in  1  966. 

Tuddenham  and  Icklingham  Sewerage  Scheme,  also  designed  by . the 
Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  these  Villages  is  next  in 
order  on  the  Council's  list  of  priorities.  The  scheme  has 
been  prepared  and  it  is  anticipated,  subject  to  Ministry 
approval,  that  work  will  commence  in  1966. 

Cesspool  Clearance.  The  estimated  number  of  cesspools  in  the 
area  is  1 ,600,  the  number  of  clearances  made  during  1965  was 
2,093  of  which  926  were  given  free  of  charge  under  the  Council  s 
Scheme.  The  number  of  clearances  in  1964  was  2,062. 

The  Council  operates  two  cesspool  emptiers  which  are 
fully  employed  within  the  District  and  at  times  it  is  necessary 
to  hire  cesspool  emptiers  from  a  private  contractor  in  order 
to  avoid  an  excessive  delay  in  dealing  with  requests  for  clear¬ 
ance.  During  1965  the  hiring  amounted  to  40  working  days., 

Rivers  and  Streamso  The  condition  of  the  rivers  and  streams 
call  for  no  special  comment.  It  was  mentioned  in  the  Report 
for  1963,  having  obtained  occasionally,  bad  effluent  discharge 
samples  from  the  Brandon  Sewerage  Works*  Work  has  now  been 
completed  on  the  extention  to  the  Works;  and  samples  taken  by 
the  River  Board  since  show  that  the  effluent  complies  with  h^ 
Royal  Commission  standard. 
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Public  Conveniences.  The  free  washing  and  other  at 

the  Public  Conveniences  provided  at  Brandon  in  1940  and  MilcWihnD  i 
in  1 951 »  are  an  asset  to  the  District.  Similar  facilities  are 
to  be  provided  at  Lanenheath  but  these  await  a  suitable  site. 

Public  Cleansing.  The  refuse  collection  system  is  continually 
being  extended  to  include  new  development.  A  new  large  capacity 
refuse  collection  vehicle  was  delivered  in  January  1965*  This 
vehicle  replaced  an  older  vehicle,  which  has  been  retained  for 
part  time  service.  There  are  now  two  vehicles  fully  employed 
and  one  vehicle  part  time 

Salvage.  Salvage  materials  collected  by  refuse  vehicle  staff 
was  as  follows:-  Waste  Paper  154  tons.  Scrap  Iron  12  tons.

Rat  Destruction.  One  Rodent  Operator,  Mr.  G.  Rudderham,  is 
employed  by  the  Council.  The  amount  of  work  accomplished  by 
him  can  be  assessed  from  the  copy  of  the  twelve  month  report 
which  is  on  Page  15®  The  main  poisons  used  were  Warfarin  and 
Zinc  Phosphide.  Treatment  at  dwelling  houses  is  provided  with¬ 
out  charge,  whilst  a  charge  of  7 s.  6d.  per  hour  is  made  at 
business  premises  and  10s.  6d.  per  hour  at  agricultural  premises, 
except  for  eight  agricultural  premises  which  are  contracted 
for  by  the  Council  on  a  yearly  basis. 

Licensed  Premises.  With  very  few  isolated  exceptions  every 
li  censed  house  is  provided  with  a  washing  sink  and  piped  water 
supply  adjacent  to  the  public  rooms.  In  some  cases  hot  water 
is  also  provided.  Most  of  the  houses  have  been  provided  with 
’Central  Service '  counters  which  have  the  advantage  of  making 
the  cleaning  facilities  readily  available  for  all  sections. 

The  Rag,  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951  °  Th e 
premises  in  the  district  which  carry  out  upholstery  work,  carry 
out  repair,  re-making  and  re-conditioning  of  articles  are  exempt 
from  registration  under  Section  1  (2) (a)  of  the  Act. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963®  Fifty  nine  shops 
were  inspected  during  the  year  under  this  Act;.  Altogether, 
including  re-visits  ninty  three  inspections  were  made. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act.  There  are  fifty 
licensed  Sites  for  caravans  on  which  some  483  vehicles  are 
located,  1  2  of  these  Sites  contain  1 2  to  80  caravans  and  are 
provided  with  main  services  (electricity  and  water)  the  remain¬ 
ing  Sites  are  occupied  by  1  to  3  on  a  Site. 

Radioactive  Substances  Act,  I960.  This  Act  places  a  duty  on 
a  Local  Authority  to  accept  and  deal  with  radioactive  wastes 
sent  to  their  refuse  tips  in  accordance  with  an  authorisation 
and  Local  Authorities  are  asked  to  co-operate  where  this  is 
the  method  of  disposal.  Local  Authorities  are  sent  copies  of 
registration  and  authorisation  certificates. 

During  1965  no  notifications  were  received  of  any 
persons  or  firms  within  this  District  who  are  keeping  or  using 
radioactive  material.
